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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  January  19 ,  the  Department  announced  the  authorization  of  imports 
of  1,200,000  tons  of  foreign  sugar  during  the  second  quarter  of  this 
year.  This  brings  the  total  to  1,700,000  tons  for  the  first  half  of  1965, 
as  compared  to  an  average  of  1,76  5,000  tons  during  January- June  1963 
and  1964.  Foreign  countries  that  applied  were  given  allocations  of  at 
least  as  much  as  their  average  importations  in  the  corresponding  periods 
of  1963  and  1964. 

Raw  sugar  available ~to  refiners  from  the  domestic  areas  is  expected 
to  be  considerably  more  than  during  either  January-June  1*963  ©r  1964 
and  the  overall  quantity  of  foreign  and  domestic  raw  sugar  receipts 
should  be  at  about  the  level  of  normal  deliveries  by  refiners.  Refiners 
delivered  3 , 046 , 000  tons  of  sugar  during  the  first  half  of  1964  and  their 
average  deliveries  were  3,207,000  tons  during  January- June  1960-64. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  during  January  1-16  totaled 
419,000  tons.  It  would  appear  that  such  deliveries  include  over  75,000 
tons  of  additional  buildup  of  invisible  inventories  attributable  to  market 
moves  of  refined  sugar  price  increases  during  this  period  and  there- 
sumption  of  the  dock  strike.  December  1964  deliveries  were  also  at  a 
high  level  and  it  would  seem  that  invisible  stocks  may  have  increased 
about  17  5,000  tons  during  December  and  the  first  two  weeks  of  January. 

On  January  21  longshore  workers  in  the  port  of  New  York  approved  the 
proposed  labor  agreement.  It  was  anticipated  that  workers  in  otherports 
would  follow  shortly  and  that  the  strike  stimulus  to  demand  would  no 
longer  be  a  market  factor. 

Early  in  January,  with  the  raw  sugar  price  at  6.85  cents  per  pound, 
cane  sugar  refiners  in  the  Northeast  increased  their  wholesale  refined 
quotation  to  10.25  cents  per  pound.  In  mid-September  when  the  raw 
sugar  price  was  6.15  cents  per  pound,  the  refiners  had  taken  orders  at 
9.  25  cents  per  pound  for  delivery  throughout  the  fourth  quarter  of  1964. 
At  that  time,    the  raw  sugar  price  was  about  0.50  cent  below  the  price 
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objective  of  the  Sugar  Act  and  during  the  last  seven  months  of  1964  av- 
eraged about  the  same  as  the  last  price  under  wartime  controls  or  0.33 
cent  below  the  price  relationship  referred  to  in  Section  201  of  the  Act. 

Since  the  December  Sugar  Reports,  wholesale  refined  sugar  price  quo- 
tations have  increased  in  all  territories  except  the  Northwest.  The 
prices  shown  below  are  basing  point  prices  and  not  delivered  prices, 
except  that  in  most  instances,  delivery  can  betaken  in  one's  own  trucks 
at  cane  refinery  ports  at  the  prices  shown.  Prices  at  refineries  in  New 
York  are  0.10  cent  lower  than  other  Northeast  refinery  ports.  Delivered 
prices  in  those  cities  would  be  0.10  to  0.15  cent  higher  than  the  list 
prices  and  the  more  distant  cities  in  those  territories  would  reflect  the 
lowest  freight  rate  from  a  refinery  port.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1965  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


Authorization  of  Sugar  Imports  During  Second  Quarter  of  196  5 
announced:  (January  19  ,  1965)  


The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  today  authorized  the  im- 
portation of  1  .  2  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  during  the  second 
quarter  of  1965.  On  December  30,  1964,  500,000  tons  had  been  author- 
ized for  importation  during  the  first  quarter. 

Generally,    second  quarter  imports  were  allocated  in  a  manner  which 
brings  the  authorizations  for  the  first  half  of  1965  into  alignment  by 
countries  with  average  importations  in  the  January- June  periods  of  1963 
and  1964. 

Some  countries  were  able  to  defer  applying  for  the  full  quantities  im- 
ported in  the  first  halves  of  the  earlier  years.  Accordingly,  other  coun- 
tries will  be  able  to  import  at  least  as  much  in  the  first  half  of  this 
year  as  they  did  on  average  in  the  January-June  periods  of  1963  and 
1964. 

The  following  table  shows  quantities  in  tonnage  of  (1)  applications  for 
second  quarter  importations,  (2)  importations  approved  for  the  second 
quarter,  (3)  total  importations  approved  for  the  first  half  (inclusive  of 
first  quarter  importations  previously  approved),  and  (4)  average  im- 
portations during  the  first  halves  of  1963  and  1964.
